yet has come forward with a better plan. The proposal to cut 
all State salaries 25 per cent hardly deserves serious considera­ 
tion. It would cause inestimable hardship, it would be an invit­ 
ation to graft and it would not raise the money needed. 
Another difficulty is the presence of a large corps of utility 
lobbyists, who object to the Governor’s recommendations to 
permit small cities to build their own utility plants. This is a 
re-employme §t measure, and a means by which small cities can 
participate in the Federal public works program. 
The utility 
lobbyists, who were powerful enough last spring to force the 
passage of the notorious Buford bill, are so active at the present 
time as to constitute a major scandal. 
We are for the Governor and his program, and wo believe 
he deserves the support of all Missouri citizens. He is trying 
to make the New Deal effective in Missouri, and the iromy of it 
is that he can do it only by suppressing opposition in his own 
party, whose members were elected to office on the New Deal 
platform. 
That is a travesty for the voters to remember.

Jefferson City, Nov. 7.—In a 
special message to a joint session 
of the legislature, Governor Park 
tod$y advocated 
a reduction 
in 
automobile license fees, stood pat 
on his recommendation for a sales 
tax, and answered 
the 
Senate’s 
request for a 25 per cent reduction 
in salaries and operating expenses. 
After outlining 
in 
detail 
the 
economies affected by the various 
departments since the first of the 
year, the chief executive 
pointed 
out that appropriation bills 
have 
been passed and cannot be resub­ 
mitted. 
“However, so thoroughly 
am I 
in accord with your expressed de­ 
sire for economy that if you are 
still of the opinion’, 
after 
being 
advised of the economies affected 
by this administration, that furth­ 
er cuts in salaries and 
expenses 
should be made, you 
are hereby 
authorized to enact at this session 
any law or laws to that effect you 
may deem proper,” the
